commonlpe called dinine leruice. The 
fyzſt oꝛiginal and grounde whereof, yf a 
man would ſearche out by the aunciente 
f fathers, he chall fynd that theſame was 
— — not oꝛdained but ofa good purpoſe, and 
foꝛ a great aduauncemet ofgodlines. Foz they ſo oꝛdered the mat- 
ter, that all the whole Byblecoz the greateſt part therof)Hhould be. 
read ouer once in the pere:entending therby,thatthe Cleargie, and 
ſpectally ſuche as were miniſters of the congregacion, ſhoulde (by 
often reading and meditacion of Gods wozde)be ſty2red vp to god- 
lines themſelues,and be moze able alſo to exhozte other by whole- 
ſome doctryne, and to confute them that were aduerſaryes to tie 
trueth. And further, that the ppoplecby dayly hearing of holy ſcrip- 
ture read in the Church ) chould continuallye pꝛolite moze and moꝛe 
in the knowledge of God, and bee the moze inflamed with the loue 
of his true religion, But theſe many yeres paſſed, this godlye # de- 
cent oꝛdꝛe of the auncient fathers, hath been ſo altered, bꝛoken, and 
neglected, by plating in vncertayn Stozies,Legedes,Reſpondes, 
Uerſes,vayne Kepeticions, Commemoꝛacions, and Sinodalles, 
that commonly when any booke of the Byble was begonne, befoze 
thꝛee oꝛ foure Chapters were read out, al the reſt were vnreadde. 
And in this ſoꝛte the booke of Eſai was begonne in Aduent, c the 
booke of Genelts in Septuageſima:but they were onely begonne; 
and neuer read thꝛough. After a lyke ſoꝛt were other bokes of holy 
ſcripture vſed. And mozeouer, whereas Sainct Paule would haue 
ſuche language ſpoken to the people in the churche, as they mighte 
vnderſtande, and haue pꝛofite by hearinge theſame: The ſernice in 
* this church of England (theſe many yeares) hath been read in La⸗ 
6 tyne to the people, whiche they vndsritoode not: ſo that they haue 
heard with theyꝛ cares only, and theyz heartes, ſpirite, and mynde, 
haue not been edified thereby. And furthermoze, notwithſtandinge 
that the auncient fathers haue deuided the Pſalmes into ſeuẽ poꝛ⸗ 
cions, wherof cuery one was called a Nocturne:nowof late time, 
a fewe of them haue been dayly ſayd ( and oft repeated) and the reſte 
vtteriye omitted. Moꝛeouer, the numbꝛe and hardnes ofthe rutes, 
called the Pie, and the manyfold chaungeinges of the ſeruice, was 
the cauſe, that to turne the boke onely , was fo hard and intricate a 
matter, that many times there was moze 3 ont _ 
ll» . Ou 
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Gould be read, then to reade it when it was founde oute. 
Thele inconueniences therefoze conſidered, here is ſet foꝛth ſuch 
an o2dze, whereby theſame chalbe redꝛeſſed .. Ind foꝛ a redyneſſe in 
this matter, here is dꝛawen out a kalender foz that purpoſe, which 
is playne and eaſye to be vnderſtanden, wherein (ſo muche as may 
bee) the reading of holy ſcriptures is ſo let foozth, that all thynges 
Call bee done in ozdze, withoute bzeakinge one piece thereof from 
another.Foz thys cauſe bee cut of, Anthemes, RKeſpondes, Inui⸗ 
tatozies,and ſuch lyke thinges, as dyd bzeake the continual courſe 
of the readinge of the ſcripture. et becauſe there is no remedy, but 
that of neceſſitte there muſte bee ſome rules, therefoze certapne 
rules are here ſette foozth, whiche as they bee fewe in numbꝛe, ſo 
they bee playne and eaſpe to bee vnderſtanden. So that here you 
haue an o2dze foz pzayer(as touchinge the readinge of holpe ſcrips 
ture) muche agreable to the mynde and purpole of tholde fathers, 
and a greate deate moze p2ofytable and commodtous „then that 
whiche of late was vſed. It is moze pꝛofytable, becaule here are 
lefte oute manye thinges , whereof ſome bee vntrue, ſome vncer⸗ 
tayne,ſome vayne and ſuperſticious, and is oꝛdepned nothinge to 
bee readde, but the berye pure wooꝛde of God, the holy ſcriptures, 
oꝝ that whiche ts euidentlye ground ed vpon theſame, and that in 
ſuche a language and ozdze , as is moſte eaſpe and playne foz the 
bnderſtandinge, bothe ofthe readers and hearers . It is alſo moze 
commodious, both fo2 the ſhoztenes thereof, faz the plaines of the 
o2d2e,x fo2 that the rules be fewe # eaſy.Furthermoze, by this oꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe, the curates (hal nede none other bokes foz their publike ſeruite 
but this boke,# the Byble: By the meanes wherof, the people hal 
not be at ſo great charge foz bokes, as in tyme paſte they haue been. 
And where heretofoze there hath been great diuerſitie, in ſaping 
and ſinging in Churches within this realme, ſome folowing Sa⸗ 
liſburp vſe,ſome Yerfozd vſe, ſome the vſe of Bãgoꝛ, ſome of Poꝛke, 
and ſome of Lincolne: Nowe from hencefozth, al the whole realme 
Chal haue but one ble. And pfanye woulde iudge this wape moze 
paynful,becauſethat al thinges muſt be read vpon the boke, wher⸗ 
as befoze by the reaſon of ſo often repeticion, they could ſape manp 
thinges by hearte:yfthoſe men wyll weygh theyꝛ labour, with the 
p:ofyte and knowledge which dayly they (hall obtayne by reading 
vpon the boke, they wpl not refuſe the papne, in conſideraciõ of the 
great pꝛofyte that (hal enſue thereof, 
And fozalmuche as nothinge can almoſte bee ſo plapnely ſet 
_ foozthe , but doubtes maye ryſe in the vſe and pꝛactyſinge of the- 
ſame: To appeaſe all ſuche dyuerlitte (yfanye arpſe) and foz the 
reſolucyon of all doubtes, concernynge the maner howe to bn= 
derſtande, dooe, and execute the thinges conteyned in this Boke: 
The partyes that ſo doubte , oz Dpuerſiye take anye vat

Lect al thinges be done emong you(ſayth S. Paule) 
in a ſlemely due oꝛdꝛe. The appoyntment of the which 
oꝛdꝛe, parteyneth not to pꝛiuate men: therefoze no man 
ought to take in hande, noꝛ pꝛeſume to appoynt oꝛ alter 
any publike oz comon oꝛdꝛe in Chꝛiſtes church, excepte 
he be lawfully called and aucthoz13ed thereunto. 

And wheras in this our tyme, the mindes ol men ere 
ſo diuerle that ſome thinke it a greate matter of conſct- 


ence to departe from a pete of the leaſt of their Ceremo⸗ 


nies (they be ſo addicted to they: olde tuſtomes:) and a- 
gayn on the other ſide, ſome beſo new fagled, that they 
Would innouate al thing, and ſo do deſpiſe the — 
— huge 


Of Ceremonies, 
nothing can lyke them but that is new:it was thought 
expedient, not ſo much to haue reſpect Howe to pleaſe ⁊ 
ſatiſtie eyther of theſe parties, as howe to pleaſe God + 
pꝛofyte them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould he offc- 
ded ( whom good reaſon mighte ſatiſfte) here be certaine 


cauſes rẽdꝛed, why ſome ofthe accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put away, and ſome retayned and kept ſtyll. 
Some are put away , becauſe the great exceſſe ⁊ mul⸗ 


titude of the, hath ſo encreaſed in thele latter daies that 


the burthen of them was intoller able, whereof S. Au⸗ 
guſtine in his tyme tcomplayned that they were growẽ 
to ſuch a numbꝛe, that the ſtate of Chꝛiſtian peopie was 
in woꝛſe Cale (concerninge that matter) then were the 
Jewes. And he couſatled that ſuch yoke e burthẽ (ſhould 
be taken away, as tyme would ſerue quietly to doe it. 

But what would S. Auguſtine haue ſayd, yf he had 
ſeen the ceremonies of late daies vſed emog vs⸗wher⸗ 
unto the multitude vſed in his time, was not to be tcom⸗ 
pared. This oure exceſſiue multitude of Ceremonies 
was lo great, and many of them lo darke:that they did 
moꝛe conkound, and darken, then declare and ſet foozth 
Chaiſtes benefytes vnto vs. 

And belides this, Chaſtes Goſpell is not a Ceremo⸗ 

nial lawe( as much of Moſes la we was) but it is a re⸗ 
ligion to ſerue God, not in bondage of the figure oꝛ ſha⸗ 
do we, but in the fredoine of ſpirite, be inge content on iy 
with thole Ceremonies, which do ſerue to a decent oꝛdꝛe 
and godly diſcipline,and luch as be apte to ſtirre vp the 
Dull mynd of man to the remembꝛaũce of hys duety to 
God, by ſome notable and ſpectall ſignification, wherc⸗ 
by he myght be edified. 

Furthermoꝛe, the moſt weightie cauſe of thaboliſiſje- 
mẽt of certain Ceremonies was, that thei were ſo farre 
abuſed, partly by the ſuperſticious blindnes of the rude 
and vnlearned,and partly by the vnſactable auarice of 
ſuche as ſought moze they: owne lucre,then theglozy of 
G9d:that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the

thing remain ing ſtil. But now as cocerning thoſe per- 
lones, which peraduẽture wilbe offended, foꝛ that ſome 
of thold teremonies are reteined ſtil:yf they coſidze that 
withousſome Ceremonies, it is not poſlible to kepe any 
oꝛdꝛe, oꝛ quiet Diſcipline in the church: they (hall caſely 
perteiue iuſt cauſe to retoꝛme their iudgemẽtes. And pk 
thei thinke much, that any of thold do remaine, a4 would 
rather haue all deuiled a new: The ſuch me graunting 
ſome teremſtonies conueniẽte to be Had, ſurely where the 
olde may be well vſed, there they can not realonably re⸗ 
pꝛoue the old only fo: their age, without bewꝛaying of 
Gau owne folp. Foz in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to 
aue reuerente pnto the foꝛ their antiquitie, vt they wil 
declare the ſelues to be moꝛe ſtudious of vnitie + cõcoꝛd, 
then of innouacions t new fanglenes, which (almuche 
as may be with the true ſetting foꝛth of Chziſtes religi⸗ 
on) is alwayes to be eĩchewed. Furthermoꝛe, ſuch (hal 
haue no iuſt cauſe with the Cerkmonies relerued, to bee 
offended. Fo2as thoſe be takẽ away, which were moſte 
abuſed, e dyd burthẽ mennes conſciences without anye 
cauſe:\o the other that rematne, are retayned foꝛ a diſci⸗ 
pline x oꝛdꝛe, which(vpo iuſte cauſes) maye be altcred x 
chaunged,x thereivz2e are not to be eſtemed equall with 
gods lawe. And mozeoner, they bee neyther darke noz 
- dombe ceremonies:but are ſo ſct fooꝛth, that euery man 
may vnderſtand what they doe meane, and to what vſe 
they do ſerue. So that it is not like that they in tyme to 
come ſhoulde bee abuſed as the other haue been. And in 
theſe our doynges we condemne no other nations, noꝛ 
pꝛeſcribe any thing, but to pur owne people onely. Foz 
we thinke it cõuenient that euery countrey ſhoulde vſe 
ſuch teremonies as they (Hal thinke beſt to the ſettynge 
fo:th of Gods Honour oꝛ gloꝛve, x to the reducing of the 
people to a moſt perfect x godly lyuing, without errour 
oꝛ Superſticion. And that they lhould put away other 
thinges whych krom tyme to tyme, they perceyue to bee 
molt abuſed, as in mennes oꝛdinauntes it often chaun- 

ceth dyuerſely in dyuerſe countrexes. Th

And hecaſt down the ſyl- 
uer plates in the temple, and departed, and wente and 
hanged hymſelfe. And the chiefe Pzteſtes toke the ſyl⸗ 
uer plates, and ſayd: It is not lawefull foꝛ to put them 
into the treaſure, becauſe it is the pꝛyte of bloude. And 
they toke counſayle,and bought with them a potters 
fielde to bury ſtraungers in. Wherekoꝛe the fielde is cal- 
led Acheldema, that is, the fielde of broude, vntyll thys 
daye. Then was fulfilled that whiche was ſpoken by 
Jeremie the P2ophete,ſaping:and they toke. xxx.ſiluer 
plates, the pꝛyte of hym that was valued , whom they 
boughte of the childꝛen of Jſrael, and gaue them foꝛ the 
potters field, as the Lozd appointed me. Jeſus ſtoode 
befoze the deputte,# the deputie aſned hym, laying: Art 
thou the king ofthe JeweszJeſus ſaid vnto hym:thon 
ſateſt.

And beholde, the vaile of the 
temple did rent in. i. partes, frõ the top to the botome,F 
the carth did quake e the ſtones rent, æ graues did opt, 
and many bodies of ſainttes, which ſlept, aroſe ? went 
out ofthe graues after his refurreccton, and came into 
the holy citie,# appeared vnto many. when the Centu⸗ 
rion, and they that were with hym watchynge Jeſus, 
ſaw the earthquake, ⁊ thoſe thinges 8

Pilate 
anſwered thẽ, ſaving: will ye that Jlet looce vnto vou 
the king of the Jewes :! foꝛ he knew that the hie pꝛieſtes 
had deliuered hym of enuy. But the hie pꝛieſtes moued 
the people that he ſhould rather deliuer Barrabs vnto 
them. Pilate anlwered agayn, ⁊ lapd vnto them: what 
wil ye that J then doe vnto him, who ye call the king 
of the Jewes;! And thei tried again cructfic him. Pilate 
ſatd vnto them: what euil hath he done; And thei cried 
the moꝛe feruently, crutifie him. And fo Pilate willing 
to tontente the people, let loce Barrabas vnto them, 
and deliuered vp Jelus ( whẽ he had ſcourged hym ) foꝛ 
to be cructfied. And the louldiours led him away into 
the common hal, and called together the whole multi⸗ 
tude, and they clothed hun with purple, and they plat⸗ 
ted a crown of thoznes, + crowned him withal a began 
to ſalute htm:Haile king ofthe Jewes. And theiſmote 
him on the head with a reede, and did ſpit vpon hym,. 
# bowed their knees & woz(hipped him. And when thei 
had mocked him, thei toke the purple of him, ⁊ put hys 
own clothes on him, e led him out to crucifie him. And 
they compelled one that paſſed by called Simõ of Si⸗ 
rene(the father of Alexandꝛe and Rufus)whiche came 
out of p field, to beare his troſſe. And they bzought him 
to à place named Golgotha ( whiche ik a mã interpꝛete, 
155 place of dead mens ſculles:⁊æ thei gaue him to dꝛinke 
wine mingled with mirrhe, but he receiued it not. And 
whe they had trucified him, they parted his garmetes, 
caſtyng lottes vpon thẽ what euery man ſhoulde take. 
And it was about the thyꝛd houre, e thei crucified him. 
And the title of his cauſe was wꝛittẽ. The king of the 
Jewes. And they crucifted with hym two thenes : the 
one on his right hand, #the other on hys lefte. And the 
ſcripture was fulfilled, which laith: he was counted a- 
mong the wicked.

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wagging their heades, ſaying: A wzetche , thou that 
deſiroteite the Temple, and buildeſte it agayne in thee 
daies, ſaue thy ſelfe and tome downe from the troũe. 
Likewiſe alſo mocked him the hie Pꝛieſtes among the: 
ſelues with the Stribes, and laid: he ſaued other men, 
hunſelte He cannot ſane. Let Chꝛiſte the king of Ilrael 
deſtende now fro the croſſe, that we maye ſee # belteue. 
And they that were cructited with him, checked hun al- 
ſo. And whe the ſirth houre was come, darkenes aroſe 
ouer al the earth, vntil the ninth houre. And at 5 ntnth 
houre, Jeſus cried with a loude voice, laying: Eloy, E- 
loy, lamaſabathany-whiche is (if one interpzeteit)iny 
god, my god, why haſte thou foꝛlaken me⸗And lome of 
them that ſtode by, when they heard that ſaid: behold, 
he calleth koꝛ Heltas, And one ranne & filled a ſponge 
ful of vineger, and putte it on a reede, and gaue hym to

Fo2 Chꝛiſte is not entred into the holye 
plates that are made with handes ( whiche are ſimily- 
tudes of true thynges) but is entred into verye heauen, 
fo2 to appearenowe in the lyghte of GOD koꝛ vs: not 
to offer hymlelfe often, as the hye Pꝛieſte entreth into 
the holy place euery yere with ſtraunge bloude: fo2 then 
muſte he haue often ſuffred ſence the woꝛlde began. But

Judas which 
allo betrayed him, knew the place: fo2 Jeſus 
oftymes reloꝛted thither with his Diſciples. Judas the 
after he had receined a bonde of men (and miniſters of 
the hye Pꝛieſtes and Pharileis came thither with lan- 
ternes, and firebꝛandes, and weapons. And Jelus kno⸗ 
wyng all thynges that ſhould come on him, went fooꝛth 
and layd vnto them: whome ſeeke ye⸗ They aunſwered 
him: Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus layde vnto them: Jam 
he. Judas allo which betrayed him, ſtode with the, Al⸗ 
one then as he had laid vnto them: J am he. they went 
backe ward and kell to the ground. Then aſked he them 
agayn:who leke ye⸗ They layd: Jeſus of Nazareth. Je- 
ſus anſwered: J haue told you that J am he. It ye ſeke 
me therkoꝛe lette theſe goe their waye, that the ſayinge 
myght be fulfilled which he ſpake.

f) ſayde vnto Hym:dyd not J ſee thee in the garden 
with hym-Peter therekoze denyed agayne:and immedt- 
atly the Cocke krewe. Then ledde they Jeſus fro Cay- 
phas,into the hall ot iudgemẽt. It was in the moꝛning, 
and they themlelues wente not into the Judgemente 
hall, leſte they ſhoulde bee defyled, but that they myghte

Then Pylate entred into the Judgement hall agayn, x 
called Jeſus . ſayd vnto him: Art thou the kyng of the 
Jewes- Jeſus aunlwered: ſayeſt thou that of thy ſelfe, 
v2 dyd other tell it theeof me- Pilate aunſwered: Am J 
a Jewe-Thine own nacto c hie pꝛieſtes haue deliuered 
thee vnto me: what haſte thou done-Jeſus aunſwered:

of this wozlde, then would my miniſters ſurely fighte, 
that Jſhould not be deliuered to the Jewes:butnow is 
my kyngdome not from hence.

Foz thts cauſe was J boꝛne, and foꝛ 
this taule tame J into the woꝛlde, that J ſhonlde beare 
witnes vnto the trneth. And all that are of the trueth 
heare my voyce.Pylate ſayde vnto him: what thyng is 
trueth-And when he had layde this, he went out again 
vnto the Jewes, and ſateth vnto them: J fynde in hym 
no cauſe at all. pe haue a cuſtome that J ſhould delyuer 
you one looce at Eaſter : wyll ye that Jlooce vnto vou 
thekyngofthe Jewes-The cried they al again ſaying: 
Not hym, but Barrabas, the ſame Barrabas was x 
murtherer. Then Pilate toke Jeſus therfoꝛe, c ſcourged 
hym. And the louldters wounde a crowne of thoꝛnes, 
and put it on his head. And they dyd on hym a purple 
garment, and tame vnto him, and ſayd:Hayle Kynge of 
the Je wes: and they ſinote him on the fate. Pilate went 
fooꝛth agayne, and ſayde vnto them: beholde, J bꝛynge 
him foozth to vou, that ye may knowe that J fynde no 
faulte in hym.

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God. When Pilate heard that ſaying, he was the moze 
afrated,+ went againe into the iudgement hall e ſayed 
vnto Jeſus: whence arte thou⸗ But Jeſus gaue hym 
none aunl were. Then ſaied qatlate vnto him: Speakeſt 
thou not vnto me⸗knoweſt thou not that J haue power 
to crucifte thee, and haue power to loote thee- Jeſus an⸗ 
ſwered: Thou touldeſt haue no power at al againſt me, 
extepte it were geuen thee fro aboue: Therfoze he that 
deliuered me vnto thee, hath the moꝛe linne. And krom 
thencefozth ſought Pilate meanes to looce him:but the 
Jewes cried ſlaying:ik thou let him goe, thou art not Ce⸗ 
lars frende:fo2 wholoener maketh himſelfe a kyng.is a⸗ 
gainſt Celar.wht Pilate heard that ſaying, he bꝛoͤught 
Jeſus fozth,x late down to geue ſentence in a place that 
is called the pauemet,but in the Hebzue tongue, Gabba- 
tha. It was the pꝛeparing day of Eaſter about the ſixth 
houre. And he laith vnto the Jewes: behold your king. 
They cried,ſaying:awaye with him, awaye with hym: 
crucifie hym. Pilate ſayeth vnto them:ſhall J crutitie 
your kyng- The hie pꝛieſtes anſwered:we haue no king 
but Ceſar. Then deliuered he him to the to be trutified. 
And they toke Jelus and ledde him away, and he bare 
his croſſe, and wente foozth into a plate which is called 
the place of dead mennes ſculles : but in Hebꝛue, Gol- 
gotha : where they crucifyed Hym , and two other with 
hym:on eyther ſyde one, and Jeſus in the middeſte. And 
Pylate wꝛote a tytle and putte it vpon the crofle. The 
wꝛytinge was, Jeſus of Nazareth Kyng of the Jewes. 
Thys tytle read inanye of the Jewes : fo2 the place 
where Jeſts was crucified, was nere to the citye . And 
it was wꝛytten in Hebꝛue, Gꝛeke, x Latyn. Thenſayde 
the hye pꝛieſtes of the Jewes to Pylate: wꝛyte not kyng 
of the Jewes, but that he laid: J am king ofthe Jewes. 
Pilate ant wered: what J haue wꝛittẽ that J haue walt- 
ten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus, 
tooke his garmentes, and made foure partes, to euerpe 


ſouldier a parte. ⁊ allo his coate. The coate was with: 
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out leame, wꝛought vpõ thꝛoughout. Thei laid therfoze 
amõg théleltes: let vs not deuide it, but caſt lottes foꝛ it 
who (hall haue it, that the ſcripture might bee fulfilled, 
ſaying: They haue parted my rayment among the, and 
fo2 my coate did they caſt lottes. And the ſouldiers dyd 
ſuch thinges in dede. There ſtode by the troſſe of Jeſus, 
his mother, ⁊ his mothers liſter, Mary the wife of Cleo- 
phas,* Mary Magdalene. when Jeſus therefoze ſawe 
his mother, ⁊ the diſciple, whome he loued, ſtanding, he 
ſaith vnto his mother: woman, behold thy ſonne. Then 
layde he to the diſciple: beholde thy mother. And from 
that youre the dilciple toke her foꝛ his owne, 

After thele thynges, Jeſus knowyng that all thinges 
were nowe perfourmed, that the ſcripture myght bee 
fulfylled, he layeth: J thyꝛſt. So there ſtoode a veſſel by, 
ful ot vynegre: therfoze they fylled a ſponge with vyne⸗ 
gre , and wounde it aboute with Jſope , and putte it 
to hys mouthe. Allooneas Jelus then reteyued of the 
vynegre,he layde: It is fyniſſhed,and bowed his head, 
and gaue vp the ghoſte. The Jewes therekoꝛe, becauſe 
it was the pꝛeparyng of the Sabboth, that the bodyes 
ſhould not remayne vpon the Croſſe on the Sabbothe 
date (foꝛ that Sabboth day, was an Hye daye ) belought 
Pilate that their legges myght be bzoken, and that they 
might be taken downe. Then came the louldiours and 
brake the legges of the fyꝛſte, of the other whiche was 
crucifyed with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and 


law that he was dead already thei bꝛake not his legges: 


but one of the louldiours with a ſpeare thꝛuſte him into 
the lide, and koꝛthwith there tame out bloud and water. 
And he that ſaw it bare recoꝛd, ⁊ his recoꝛd is true. And 
he knoweth that he layeth true, that ye myghte beleue 
alſo .

And 
there came alſo Nichodemus(whiche at the beginning 
came to Jeſus by night)and bzoughtof Myꝛre and A- 
loes myngled together, about an hũdꝛeth poũd weight. 
Then toke they the body ol Jeſus,# wound it in lynne - 
clothes with the O doures as the maner of the Jewes 
is to burie. Andiny place where he was crucifted, there 
was a garden, in the garde a new Sepulch:e, where: 
in was neuer manne layde: There layde they Jeſus 
thertoꝛe becauſe of the pzeparyngof the Sabboth or the 
Jewes ko: the Sepulchꝛe was nye at hande.
